WORK STARTS 
ON £80m SITE 


WORK began this week on a new 
£80m retail park near junction 11 of 
the M40 at Banbury. 

Local MP Sir Tony Baldry attended the 
groundbreaking ceremony for the Banbury 
Gateway project on Tuesday. 

The development will go on the site of 
motorsport firm Prodrive and will include 
Marks & Spencer, River Island, Arcadia and 
Primark. 

The Acorn Way, Wildmere Industrial 
Estate development will also include 
restaurants. 

The plan would create 1,000 full-time 
and 225 part-time retail jobs, developers 
said. 

Bosses from LXB Properties and McLaren 
Construction expect work to finish by next 
summer for a Christmas opening. 

They said 90 per cent of its units had 
been let at the development, approved by 
Cherwell District Council in 2012 after a 
court battle. 

Conservative Sir Tony said: "This is a 
fantastic further development that builds on

Banbury's geographical location and it's one 
of the reasons why we now have 
unemployment significantly below one per 
cent." 

The principal of LxB Properties, Jon 
McCarthy said: "We are delighted to be able 
to start building this new exciting retail 
scheme." 

The firm is taking forward the scheme for 
the Crown Estate, which had bought and is 
funding the development. 

The project manager for construction firm 
McLaren, John Maley, said businesses would 
be built in three clusters. 

He said: "We're building Marks & 

Spencer, River Island, Arcadia and Primark 
first, so they'll be completed and handed 
over before the others. 

"The final phase will be to complete the 
car park. The project is due to be completed 
during September next year." 

Prodrive is still trading on part of the 
development site and will move to new 


premises near the M40 in March. 

The development has raised concerns 
among some town centre traders that it 
would pull trade away from Banbury town 
centre. 

The owners of Banbury Cross Retail Park 
and the Castle Quay shopping centre lost a 
High Court battle to halt the plan in 
December last year.

THE next Banbury MP could be a 
woman as the North Oxfordshire 
Conservative Association's prospective 
candidates list has no men on it. 

Taking to Twitter , the association 
said its executive council had 
interviewed five men and six women, 


and settled on a shortlist of four 
women. 

The group added that candidates 
were “interviewed and assessed 
objectively” and “gender was not a 
factor”. 

It added it would not release the 


names of the potential candidates. 

The successful candidate would 
replace Sir Tony Baldry, who is stepping 
down at next year's General Election. 

In 2010 Sir Tony, pictured left , held 
the Conservative stronghold with a 
majority of 18,000.

County set to salute 


the victims of war 


REMEMBRANCE Sunday and Armistice Day events 
will be held this Sunday to remember those who 
lost their lives in conflict. 

Church services, parades, ceremonies at war memorials 
and a two-minute silence will honour people who gave 
their lives. 

Special events will also be held to commemorate the 
centenary of the outbreak of the First World War. 

These include three events in Cherwell. 

There will be a laying of wreaths at Banbury on Sunday. 

The day starts at 10am when there will be a parade from 
Banbury Town Hall to St Mary's Church for a 10.45am 
service, followed by the laying of wreaths at the war 
memorial in People's Park and a return parade for dismissal 
in Broad Street. 

Meanwhile, a Remembrance Sunday Parade will also be 
staged at Bloxham on Sunday. It starts at the War Memorial 
at The Square at 10.45am. The assembly of ex-service 
personnel and all uniformed youth groups will be followed 
by a parade marching to St Mary's Church, Church Street, 
for a service of dedication. After the service the 
organisations will parade to the Elephant and Castle pub. 

In Bicester this Sunday, there will be a Service of 
Remembrance at St Edburg's Church, Church Street. This 
will start at 9.30am. Later, at 10.45am, the town mayor, 
together with civic leaders, will join a parade through the 
town of uniformed groups. 

At Kidlington, a service will be held on Sunday at St 
Mary's Church, Church Street, at 10am. There will be two

minutes' silence at 11am before a parade marches up 
to High Street. 

On Tuesday, November 11, there will be a two- 
minute silence in Kidlington's High Street at 
11 am.

Planners 
back plan 
for 160 
homes 

PLANS for 160 homes, including 
48 that are classed as affordable, 
north of Hanwell Fields, Warwick 
Road, Chipping Norton, have been 
approved by councillors. 

Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee approved the 
Amber Developments scheme last 
Thursday. 

The site is included in the 
council's draft Local Plan - a 
planning policy blueprint that sets 
out where major housing 
developments should be allowed 
up until 2031. 

The Hanwell Fields plan 
includes access via Dukes 
Meadow Drive, using an existing 
roundabout, and is next to another 
site in the draft Local Plan for 350 
homes. 

The council's planning chief, 
Michael Gibbard, said: "Cherwell 
is not responsible for setting 
housing targets or determining the 
criteria for what is considered a 
sustainable site under the 
Government's National Planning 
Policy Framework. 

"However, the council is 
responsible for meeting those 
targets and applying the guidelines 
accordingly." 

• A developer has launched an 
appeal against Cherwell planners' 
decision to refuse 54 new homes 
north of Hook Norton Primary 
School. 

The council rejected the plans, 
off Sibford Road, last month over 
concerns that new residents would 
be affected by the work of a dairy 
unit at neighbouring Redland Farm. 

The appeal - by Gladman 
Developments Ltd - will be 
decided by the independent 
Planning Inspectorate after a public 
inquiry.

New hope for FI team 


THE Banbury-based Marussia 
FI team could be back on the 
grid before the end of the 
season. 

The team, which went into 
administration on Monday of 
last week, is now hopeful it 
could have cars on the track for 
the Abu Dhabi season finale. 

Marussia, like fellow 
financial strugglers Caterham, 
were given dispensation to miss 
last Sunday's American Grand 
Prix and next weekend's 
Brazilian race. 

A good performance at the 
end of the Grand Prix season, 



with double points available, 
could be crucial to securing the 
Marussia team's future. 

Back-to-back top ten places 
would lead to a £25m windfall. 

The team has been placed in 
administration under London- 
based restructuring and 
recovery firm FRP Advisory. 

Marussia FI is believed to 
have lodged an entry for next 


season under their original 
name Manor Grand Prix. 

It is understood new 
investors have been lined up 
and, with financial help on its 
way, the team's freight is being 
readied to be hauled to Abu 
Dhabi for the final Grand Prix 
of the season on November 23. 

It is reported Caterham's 
administrators have said the 
team could be wound up in the 
next two weeks unless a buyer 
comes forward. 

Around 200 jobs are under 
threat at the Leafield-based 
team. 


Movie-filming bid is withdrawn 


PLANS to increase the number of filming days at 
Heyford Park's flying field from 28 to 125 a year 
have been scrapped. 

Dorchester Group, which is building 763 
homes at the former RAF base, had applied to 
Cherwell District Council for more filming days. 

But late last week the developers withdrew the 
application for extra days ahead of the district 
council's planning committee meeting. 


Somerton Parish Council and villagers had 
raised objections to the plans. 

Local farmer Andy Corner said: "When they 
filmed World War Z - which starred Brad Pitt - we 
were woken at 3am with screaming zombies, 
machinegun fire and explosions. 

"I am happy for them to do things like the 
filming, they just need to have a little more 
respect."

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Hospital staff set for second walkout over pay dispute 


NHS workers in Oxfordshire are to stage a 
four-hour strike on Monday, November 
24, as part of nationwide walk-outs. 

Midwives will be among those joining 
the protest at a yet-to-be-announced time 
following a national ballot. 

Members decided to take action after 
the Government refused to follow an 
independent pay review board's 
recommendation of a one per cent 
increase for all. 

Instead, only staff without automatic 
pay rises got a one per cent rise this 


financial year. It follows a 7am-to-11am 
walk-out on October 13, which included 
the Royal College of Mid wives for the first 
time in its 133-year history. 

Unions set to take part include Unison, 
Unite and the Royal College of Midwives. 

Unison Oxfordshire Health branch 
secretary Mark Ladbrooke said: "We 
anticipate there will be strong support 
across Oxfordshire for further strike 
action. 

"Clearly living standards have fallen 
dramatically over the last few years, 


particularly around Oxford where we have 
London prices without London wages. 

"We have attempted year after year to 
negotiate with the Government but with 
no success. There is also a big issue with 
the living wage in Oxfordshire because 
thousands of NHS staff are paid less than 
the living wage." 

The chairman of NHS trade unions 
Christina McAnea said: "All we are asking 
for is fair pay." 

This strike earlier last month saw 
hundreds walk out and pickets protesting 


outside a host of county hospitals. A 
Department of Health spokesman said: 
"We are disappointed by this decision. 

"NHS staff are our greatest asset and 
we want to make the current pay system 
fairer, which is why we have put forward 
proposals that would ensure all staff 
would get at least a one per cent pay rise 
this year and next - but these have been 
rejected by the unions. 

"We can't afford a consolidated pay rise 
in addition to increments without risking 
frontline jobs." 


Telephone scam fear 


A MAN, who was left with a £631 phone 
bill after a relationship with a woman he 
met on a dating website, believes he was 
the victim of fraud. 

Banbury security officer Timothy Brown said 
he spent hours talking to the woman after 
meeting her on Oasis Dating. 

His contract with network operator EE gives 
him free calls to other networks, so he said he 
was shocked to be told he had "gone over his 
credit limit". 

The National Fraud Intelligence Bureau in 
London is now assessing his case, to see 
whether it should be investigated further. 

The 47-year-old, who lives in Calthorpe 
Road, said he thought he had begun a real 
relationship with the woman. 

He said: "I was convinced it was genuine. 

"We had a lot in common. We had a lot of

deep conversations." Mr Brown, who works 
night shifts, met the woman who said she lived 
in Plymouth, on oasisdating.com two weeks 
ago. 

Within days, she gave him her personal 
mobile phone number. 

He said he made a "large number" of calls to 
the woman, some two hours or longer, a few in 
the early hours of the morning. 

Then EE told him he had exceeded his credit 
limit of £550 and was asked to pay £631 by 
November 10. 

He spoke to the woman again and asked her: 
"What have you done to me? That's no ordinary 
mobile phone." She responded: "It is", then he 
said the call was cut off. 


He said: "I couldn't believe she didn't know 
what was going on." 

Mr Brown said he had since tried calling her 
and sent several emails but had no response. 

He said he wanted to warn other dating 
website users to beware of similar scams and 
not get tricked. 

Mr Brown said: "I was astonished EE would 
let the bill get that far before informing me. You 
would hope the phone company would at least 
query something like this." 

He said: "At first I was surprised she gave me 
her number so quickly, but I didn't question it. 

"I have been with EE for years and I have 
unlimited minutes to other networks any time." 

He queried the amount and said an EE 
operator told him to call the police as he might 
have been the victim of a scam. 

An EE spokesman said: "We are looking into 
Mr Brown's case as a priority."

Stumbling block is revealed over council's 'forgotten' land sale 


Footpath hitch for new 


discount supermarket 


A LEGAL hiccup has 
delayed the start of building 
work for a discount store in 
Chipping Norton because 
the county council had 
"forgotten" it had already 
sold the land needed for a 
footpath linked to the 
project. 

German foodstore chain, 

Aldi, was granted planning 
permission for a store in the 
town on the former Highways 
depot at Cromwell Business 
Park, in May. 

The nod of approval from 
West Oxfordshire District 
Council's uplands planning 
committee had included the

change of use for the site off 
Banbury Road. 

Now, a stumbling block has 
been unearthed linked to a 
legal agreement surrounding 
access for pedestrians and 
cycles. The proviso attached to 
approval was that the store had 
to provide a footpath link to 
London Road. This was agreed. 

Now it has transpired that 
this should never have been 
suggested as the county council 
had transferred ownership of 
the land required for the 
footpath some years earlier to 
Country Estates, in Cromwell 


Business Park. 

At a meeting of Chipping 
Norton Town Council recently, 
West Oxfordshire district 
councillor Geoff Saul told 
members that the district 
council was urging the county 
council to negotiate with 
Country Estates to see if they 
would allow access across their 
land. 

Mr Saul said that £35,000 
from Aldi had been ring-fenced 
for either footpath or access 
improvement and path 
widening, though the 
pedestrian footpath and cycle 
route to London Road was 
favoured the most. 

He said that if the money 


was not used within five years it 
would have to be given back to 
the store. 

MikeTysoe, the chairman of 
Chipping Norton Town Council, 
suggested they too contact 
Country Estates. 

He said: "We need to write 
and implore them they have a 
sensible negotiation with 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

We think that would make 


A spokesman for Oxfordshire 
County Council said permission 
for planning was still valid but a 
2009 High Court ruling stated 
that any pathway crossing the 
landscape strip retained by 
Oxfordshire County Council 


could not be introduced 
without permission of Country 
Estates, which owns the 
adjacent Cromwell Park. 

He added: "The council will 
continue to petition Country 
Estates to permit the path and 
have set aside £35k for the 
creation of this path or to 
improve access by sustainable 
modes at other entry points." 

However, Mathew Jeal, 
Country Estates land and 
planning manager, said it was 
the first he had heard about the 
legal agreement and no one 
from the county council had yet 
been in touch. 

No one at Aldi was available 
for comment.

plan approved 

THE site of a former cash and carry warehouse 
- destroyed by a fire - has won planning 
permission for a replacement building. 

The Oak Cash and Carry building in 
Beaumont Road, Banbury, was destroyed by a 
blaze in October 2013, leaving only a 
concrete plinth. 

Last Thursday, Cherwell District Council's 
planning committee granted site owners Hill 
Street Holdings permission for three industrial 
units, with offices, to be built over the next 
three years. 

Cherwell's planning chief, Michael Gibbard, 
said: "This planning application has come 
about following a devastating fire last year, 
which many people in Banbury will remember. 

"The application is not controversial as it is 
simply seeking to re-establish premises that 
were destroyed in the blaze. 

"As such, we have no objections and wish 
the applicant Hill Street Holdings well in their 
efforts to rebuild on their site." 

The new building will be 11 metres high 
and have a floor space of 3,909sqm with three 
industrial units with office spaces on the first 
floor. 

Outside, there will be 44 parking spaces and 
areas for heavy goods vehicles.

A DRAIN that has been a serious inconvenience to a 
community in Chipping Norton, has been solved by the 
town's mayor. 

Mike Tysoe decided enough was enough after the 
persistent problem had been going on for more than 
four years. 

Several investigations by contractors failed to find out 
why the public toilets near the town hall are plunged 
into darkness every time it rained. 

Now the cause of the problem has been flushed out 
after Mr Tysoe engaged the services of local technician 
Shawn Sykes who works for Drain Doctor. 

However, initially he too couldn't see the problem. 

"We couldn't resolve the problem on the first visit 


but arranged to go back and carry out further 
investigations. It transpired it was a blocked rainwater 
stack below ground and behind false walls, so we cut 
into the cast iron stack and then cleared the blockage 
with a high-pressure jet," said Mr Sykes. 

The result was a free-flowing drain for the first time 
in years and, hopefully, a permanent solution. 

Mr Tysoe added: "I am relieved that it has been fixed. 
This has been a problem since before I joined the 
council. The town clerk and myself were determined not 
to give up. 

"I am very grateful to Shawn, who lived up to the 
drain doctor name and remedied the situation in a very 
short time." 


Rap for civic newsletters 


■ Pickles in 'taxpayer-funded propaganda'jibe

COUNCIL "propaganda" papers 
should be scrapped say some 
residents after discovering they 
cost almost £122,500 in the last 
year to produce. 

A Freedom of Information request 
revealed the cost of council newsletters 
and magazines throughout the county, 
with Cherwell District Council 
spending the most. 

It shelled out £53,464 last year 
producing 60,000 copies. 

It is one of four councils in 
Oxfordshire to produce free news 


updates for residents, with only the 
Vale of White Horse District Council 
and Oxfordshire County Council 
opting not to. 

Earlier this year Eric Pickles, the 
Government's communities secretary, 
labelled council newsletters "taxpayer- 
funded propaganda" and said he was 
considering legal action against five 
London councils to close their 
publications. 

He called it a "corrosive abuse of 
public money", adding: "All councils 
should be looking at cutting out waste 


and unnecessary spending. By 
continuing to publish so-called 
newspapers, councils are ultimately 
damaging local democracy and an 
independent, free press." 

But Cherwell District Council's 
communications chief, Kieron Mallon, 
said they were an important source of 
news for people who did not use the 
Internet. 

Mr Mallon said: "Many residents rely 
on our magazine, Cherwell Link, which 
reaches every home in the district, for 
essential council-related information. 


"Social media is an increasingly 
important form of communication and 
we operate highly effective Twitter and 
Facebook sites, both with a large 
number of followers. 

"But there is still a place for printed 
material aimed at reaching those 
members of the community who are 
not frequent users of the Internet, either 
through choice or because of poor 
rural connection speeds." 

Oxford City Council spent £19,332 
on its Your Oxford newsletter in 
2013/14, including almost £11,000 on 


postage. Local resident Donald Young 
said he thought the newsletter should 
be distributed more sensibly. 

The 76-year-old former street cleaner 
said: "I have the house and I also have 
two garages. 

"Every three months or so I get a 
letter with the rent statement for my 
house and a little newsletter. The next 
day I will get a rent statement for one 
of the garages and a newsletter - and 
the day after that I will get the same 
again with a third newsletter. It is a 
waste of money."

Former town vet swaps 
scalpel for author's pen 


A CHIPPING Norton vet, the last of 
nine generations of Walkers in the 
business, has put pen to paper for 
posterity. 

Alan Walker has written his biography, 
packed with tales of colourful characters 
in the racing world - both equine and 
human. 

In his book, Four Legs and A Tale, he 
also traces the development of the family 
practice he inherited from his father, from 
its humble origins in a small, white, tin- 
roofed shed in the back yard of the old 
manor house, into a modern veterinary 
hospital. 

The book, which took him four years 
to produce, also provides a nostalgic 
glimpse into country life in rural England. 

Mr Walker recalls a time when his 
father and grandfather still did their 
rounds in a pony and trap and mixed all 
their own potions, using herbs and plants 
they either grew or collected from fields 
and hedgerows. 

The 68-year-old, who made his name 
working with the likes of well-known 
trainers Jenny and Mark Pitman and John 
and Paul Webber, said: "When I retired 
from the partnership at the Hook Norton 
Veterinary Surgery people said to me

"My children, Lucy and George, 
decided to pursue other careers, so it 
seemed the right thing to do." 

The Walkers have served the same 
rural North Oxfordshire community as 
farriers and then vets since the late 17th 
century. 

The 300-year-old family tradition was 
started by John Walker (1 674-1 737). 

He lived and worked in Long Compton 
as a farrier, shoeing the coach horses that 
stopped off there, at one or other of the 
four coaching inns located just north of 
the village. 

Alan, the first to gain full formal RCVS 
qualification as a veterinary surgeon, 
went on to specialise in the treatment of 
racehorses. 

Twenty per cent of the proceeds from 
the book will be donated to the Injured 
Jockeys' Lund.

O n his deathbed, celebrated 
landscape painter and 
watercolourist Joseph 
Mallord William Turner, who was a 
divisive figure in the 19th-century 
art world, reportedly lamented, "So 
I am to become a non-entity." 

Mike Leigh's impeccably crafted 
biopic, which concentrates on the 
final 25 years of the artist's career, 
ensures the genius of Turner lives 
on. 

Anchored by a magnificent 
central performance from Timothy 
Spall, Mr Turner is another glorious 
ensemble piece from the writer- 
director of Topsy-Turvy and Vera 
Drake. 

Developed through 
improvisational workshops, which 
are the trademark of Leigh's 
filmmaking process, the script 
melds historical fact with personal 
interpretation to burrow deep 
beneath the surface of the 
characters and expose the desires 
and fears which drove some to 
greatness and others to despair. 

When it comes to greatness, 
Spall's embodiment of an artist with 
few social graces and a surplus of 
talent is the stuff that Oscars were 
made of. 

The London-born actor spent two 
years learning how to paint like 
Turner so he could convincingly 
hold a brush and palette in front of 


the camera, allowing Leigh to 
capture visceral scenes of artistic 
creativity in full flow. 

Mr Turner opens with the 
breathtaking image of the artist 
capturing the rising sun over fields 
in Belgium. 

He returns to London and the 
home he shares with his father 
William (Paul Jesson) and 
housekeeper Hannah Danby 
(Dorothy Atkinson). 

The relationship between the two 
men is sketched in exquisite, heart¬ 
warming detail in these early 
scenes, with Turner warmly 
embracing his "daddy". 

Turner channels his energy into 
his work, which continues to raise 
eyebrows at the Royal Academy Of 
Arts. 

"The universe is chaotic and you 
make us see it," observes Turner's 
good friend Mary Somerville (Lesley 
Manville). 

During excursions to Margate, 
Turner meets Mrs Booth (Marion 
Bailey) and her husband (Karl 
Johnson) and rents a room from the 
couple so he can paint seascapes 
by the morning light. 

The burgeoning relationship 
between the artist and Mrs Booth 
sweetens the bitter pill of William's 
passing and Turner continues to 
clash with the artistic establishment, 
represented here by Sir John Soane 
(Nicholas Jones) and his coterie. 

Mr Turner is a glorious period 
piece that offers us a glimpse 
behind the canvasses of a 
misunderstood maverick, who notes 
at one point, "When I peruse myself 
in a looking glass, I see a gargoyle." 

Spall is imperious and Leigh 
surrounds his lead star with an

EVEN travelling at 5mph the Honda 
Civic SR bristles with technology 
designed to keep you out of scrapes. 
An array of sensors, a colour cam¬ 
era and warning beeps ensure only 
the truly idiotic can get themselves 
into trouble. 

Increase your speed and even 
more equipment — from collision 
warning to blind spot alert — silent¬ 
ly kicks in to keep watch and ensure 
safe travel. 

The refreshed version of the 
Swindon-built Civic hatchback has 
been modified to enhance handling. 

Engineering changes are subtle 
but on the road the Civic feels more 
agile and responsive, thanks to re¬ 
tuned front and rear dampers; while 
the electronic power steering has 
been tweaked to improve high¬ 
speed stability and the rear suspen¬ 
sion has been re-aligned to further 
improve handling. 

With manufacturers working ever 
harder to squeeze more power from 
much smaller engines, the pokey 
power plant in the test car is becom¬ 
ing something of an endangered 
species. The firm-riding test car's 
engine was a 1.8-litre unit whose 
upside was bags of punchy power 
with the downside of increased fuel 
consumption and higher emissions. 

Priced from about £1 7,000, other 
engine choices are a 1.4-litre petrol

and the new star of the range, a fuel- 
efficient 1.6-litre diesel. 

Honda's aim with the styling 
changes was to produce a more 
sports-inspired look and feel and it 
has proved successful. 

The external styling tweaks focus 
on the rear of the car, with the intro¬ 
duction of privacy glass on the rear 
windows, along with smoke- 
coloured rear lights and a new tail¬ 
gate sporting a piano black finish. 

Its front end also has a new piano 
black insert, matched by darker 
wheelarch finishes and new 1 7-inch 
aluminium wheels, finished in silver 
and black. 

Honda is offering a comprehen¬ 
sive care package covering servic¬ 
ing, warranty and roadside assis¬ 
tance for five years for the fixed 
price of just £500. Not surprisingly 
more than 90 per cent of buyers 
have taken up the offer. The 2014 
Civic also offers, as a £780 option
